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Continuation of 2. NOTE: Applicant argues that MacGregor '071 does not have turns that are distributed substantially equally along the 
length. MacGregor does disclose that different stent patterns can be used. Of those specifically disclosed, (5,019,090 to Pinchuk and 
4,733,665 to Palmaz), both disclose stent patterns that have turns distributed substantially equally along the length. In addition, 
MacGregor also appears to have turns distributed substantially along the length. The small discontinuity at the bifurcation point still 
allows the wire* turns to be distributed substantially equally along the length. 

Applicant has argued that MacGregor '071 fails to incorporate Palmaz '665 by reference and thus MacGregor cannot be used as a 102 
reference. However, a secondary reference may be used in anticipation rejections when specific features are not described by the 
primary reference. See MPEP 2131.01. 

Applicant argues that Martin 743 fails to disclose turns that are distributed substantially equally along the length. Applicant points to 
Figure 1 , citing a gradient of wire crossings. The turns of the wire appear to be distributed over the length of the stent at a substantially 
equal distribution. The separation of the wire crossings does not change the distribution of the turns substantially.. 
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
